WORK SCHEDULE: This position is overtime eligible. It works a 40 hour work week; Monday through 
Friday; some rotating evenings and weekends. 
 
PRIMARY JOB FUNCTIONS INCLUDE: Manage and develop large Web sites for training of EMS 
professionals including: databases; multiple levels of security; and interfaces to multiple interactive 
applications. Review and enhance existing Web sites; and direct staff in developing solutions for 
upgrading Web site capabilities. Duties include: 
• Develop complex web architectures; interactive web applications; and user interfaces involving the 

integration of Flash, HTML, Javascript, XML, ASP, and other technologies.  
• Apply creative and innovative approaches to development of Web-based training courses. 
• Develop specifications on a project basis and review products to ensure consistency; provide 

quality assurance; and manage functionality, and usability testing. Monitor usability standards and 
instructional requirements.    

• Coordinate the development of strategic site vision, goals, objectives, guidelines, proposals, and 
procedures for a department/agency. Assist with business development; marketing, business 
strategies, and brand management strategies. 

• Develop project plans and estimates. Participate in the allocation of resources. Monitor budgets 
and timelines.   

• Develop instructional Web-based media including digital images, video, audio, animations, 
simulations, and instructional applications. Coordinate with specialists (subject matter experts, 
instructional designers, web developers, web designers, videographers, programmers, and project 
managers) to achieve training goals and objectives. 

• Provide technical and maintenance support for Web sites. Resolve Web site problems.  Provide 
basic troubleshooting for a range of issues relating to workstation software and hardware.
